In the newspaper every facility is offered him 
in ascertaining tho strength and the probable 
vaIuetof his investment, while, al the same 
time, the newspaper must send its issue toils 
various subscribers who pay for it and are 
J bound to read it. 
But supposing the volumes 
referred to are to lie found in all the botels; 
I who reads them ? You see hundreds of people 
I iu hotel parlors with their newspaper, but how 
many look over tile old, dilapidated, ina/gin- 
scribbled “Guide to .Strangers!" The moment 
such a work is published it becomes old. The 
matter and the pictures are already obsolete 
before Hic last advertiser pays in. 
Have these 
the influence of the family newspaper, chiefest 
of household gods? Probably not. The “Ho­ 
tel Album," if its publisher's promises are 
kept, is sent to divers hotels. Suppose for a 
moment that stringers road them, of what ad­ 
vantage is it as compared with the pgpcr 
which strikes the very heart centre of those 
from whom tile inercliont e.vjH.'Cts bis trade. 
Aud, last of all, the “Album" gives bim but 
one insertion. One insertion for perhaps a 
hundred dollars. 
The same amount would 
make the merchant’s name a household word 
in the community from which he draws bis 
best custom—custom that be eau look after 
among people lie knows something about. 
The question then arises, “ Why os mer­ 
chants waste money iii this kind of advertis­ 
ing?" Perhaps tile merchants could best tell 
us, if they would —American Newspaper He- 
porter.

IIow Is it with the “Hotel Albums,” “Stran­ 
ger's Guides,” and such like volumes introdu­ 
ced to the merchant by the supple young so­ 
licitor, as “the greatest medium of the age,” 
or “tho grandest advertising scheme ever pro­ 
jected.” It is true that the merchant is prom­ 
ised “a circulation of from live to ten thousand 
and a copy gratis to every hotel.” 
But is the 
promise kept Í are one thousand copies print­ 
ed?—live hundred?—one hundred? 
The ad­ 
vertiser has no means of knowing. 
It is too 
often the case that such schemes are advertis­ 
ing traps which the merchant enters blindly. 
In the newspaper every facility is offered him 
in ascertaining tho strength and the probable 
valucáof his investment, while, at the same 
lime, the newspaper must send its issue to its 
various subscribers who pay for it and are 
hound to read it. 
But supposing the volumes 
referred to are to be found in all the hotels; 
who reads them ? 
You see hundreds of people 
iu hotel parlors with their newspaper, but how 
many look over the old, dilapidated, margin- 
scribbled “Guide to Strangers!” The moment 
sucli a work is published it becomes old. The 
matter and the pictures are already obsolete 
before the last advertiser pay3 in. 
llave these 
the influence of the family newspaper, ehiefest 
of household gods ? Probably not. The “Ho­ 
tel Album,” if its publisher's promises arc 
kept, is sent to divers hotels. 
Suppose for a 
moment that strangers reud them, of what ad­ 
vantage is it as compared with the paper 
which strikes the very heart centre of those 
from whom the mercliont expects his trade. 
And, last of all, the “Album” gives him but 
one insertion. 
One insertion for perhaps a 
hundred dollars. 
The same amount would

He has 
since remembered two conversations he held 
with Sir George Cartier on the subject in June, 
in which Cailier said that the Pacific Railway 
must be put through that lie would never 
consent to Americans having any thing to do 
with it; that if the Canadian companies uni­ 
ted the enterprise would be successful. 
Wit­ 
ness came with others as a deputation to Sir 
George respecting the Pacific Railway and 
Northern Colonization Road. Sir George was 
glad to meet them as their representative, but 
lie could answer no questions. 
As Minister 
lie (Sir George) refused to risk liis election in 
connection with any railroad enterprise.^ He 
said he had done the best for the country aud 
would contest the election on bis own merits. 
The deputation hud two interviews with 
Sir George previous 
to the 
general 
election. On both occasions he expressed 
himself strongly against allowing American 
influence in Canadian railroads. lie had a 
private interview with Cartier on the day pre­ 
vious to the election, when he (Cartier) again 
expressed himself as determined to run liis 
election on Ins own merits and would not seek 
support by committing himself to any railroad 
policy. 
Mr. J. O. Beaubien was next examined. He 
was a member of the Legislative Council of 
Quebec. Kucw nothing about negotiations 
between Sir Hugh and McMullen or Sir Hugh 
and the government. Was a director in 
the Canadian Pacific 
Company. 
Was 
nominated by the Dominion government.— 
Knew notiiiilg about the charges against the 
government. Never received any money from 
Sir Ilugli or liis agents.

ETHOPOI.IT A* WE TVS. 
T he State B oard of C harllioa. 
NEt\ York, Sept. 11.—The State Board ol 
Charities met to-day at the Bible House. 
Present—Commissioners Pruyn, Anderson, 
Tidsworth, Bishop, Sherman, Dcgraw, Ordro- 
naux, Miller, Attorney-General Barlow, Secre­ 
tary of State Scribner aud Comptroller Ilop- 
kins. Commissioner Pruyn presided aud Dr. 
Charles Hoyt acted as Secretary. The busi­ 
ness before the board was the consideration of 
the report of the committee appointed on the 
sixth of June last to provide suitable visiting 
committees for the different charitable institu­ 
tions throughout the State, the committees to 
act as aids of the board. There was consider­ 
able discussion on this point, but it was finally 
resolved to appoint committees iu such coun­ 
ties as from time to time the board might 
deem desirable, it was further resolved that 
the visiting committees in the different coun-’ 
ties should consist of three persons or multi­ 
ples of that number and general rules aud reg­ 
ulations wore adopted for the guidance of 
visiting committees Prof. Tlieo. W. Dwight, 
chairman of the committee appointed to perfect 
arrangements for investigation of the cause of 
crime, pauperism and insanity, by a joint 
resolution of the last Legislature, reported 
the action of the committee up to the present 
time. It was the opinion of the board that 
experts should be employed to aid in conduct­ 
ing the investigation and a resolution was 
adopted to ihul effect. The report of Secreta­ 
ry Hoyt relative to the application of cities 
and towns for providing for the support and 
care of state paupers was next considered. 
Tuo committee will continue their delibera­ 
tions for several days in consequence of the 
large amount of business before them. 
THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 
The Senatorial committee on transportation 
met to-day at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Sena­ 
tor Windom presiding. Railroad companies 
were largely represented. Among those pres­ 
ent wereD. L. Harris of the Connecticut River 
Railway, Mr. Chapin of the Boston.& Albany 
road, Mr. Forrester of the New York Central 
aud Mr. Hayes, General Manager of Hie Blue 
Line. Senator Windom said the object of the 
appointment of the committee was to pro­ 
cure if possible cheap transportation to the 
seaboard. There were evidently two sides to 
the questiou, one aide holding that the rail­ 
roads charge too high a rate for freightage. 
The committee would like same of those pres­ 
ent to make statements in regard to the mat­ 
ter and would afterward submit such inquiries 
as might be suggested. 
Mr. Hayes, the General Manager of the Blue 
Line, made a statement in regard to through 
fast freight lines and went at length into the 
subject of freight transportation, occupying a 
greater part of the time of the afternoon ses- 
siou.

prisoners, Sarah K. Purdy, had a dress on 
made of the same calico, which she had re­ 
ceived from Dean Purdy. 
Counsel for prisoner* here raided the |Miiut 
that the act of receiving the goods must tie 
proved to bo a Joint act of the three; that if 
that cannot bo proved the indictment fails. 
There must loc no receiving of the good* sep­ 
arately at ditlerenl limes; they should Im? re ­ 
ceived ut tho santa time aud all the parties 
‘bu* be jointly concerned. 
If there was a con­ 
federation of Hie parties, however, before the 
good* were stolen for the purpose of commit­ 
ting the crime, then counsel admitted all the 
•vidence concerning the same could be given 
and it would tic a question of fact for the jury. 
Iu the case of Wk '.taker vs. W hunker the 
jury rendered a verdict for plaintiff of $90. 
It was further proved iii the ease of Purdy 
and others that several pieces of calico were 
found in the house.

There was placed on the track at Dutchess 
Junction, on Tuesday of last week, a new and 
unique car for the use of the road. 
It is fif­ 
teen feet long, fitted with all the conveniences 
possible, and is known as a cabin car. It was 
built at the Junction front the plaus of Super­ 
intendent Kimball and Mr. Webster, master 
car builder. 
The principal feature, to an out­ 
sider, is a skjlight, which is so arranged that 
the person on the lookout does not need to be 
on top o f a car or be exposed to the weather. 
He can sit down or stand up, while in the 
look-out, and can at once delect any disar­ 
rangement ot tho train. 
Lights arc arranged 
to be displayed at either end of the car, and 
can be changed from white to red, or vice 
versa, in a few moments’ time. 
The interior 
is nicely fitted up with bunks, desks, closets 
for tools, lanterns, place for stove, seats, etc., 
the space being economized to the utmost ex­ 
tent. 
Outside it is painted red, with some 
black trimmings, aud is a’i30 lettered in black. 
When finished it will be put upon the Dutch­ 
ess and Columbia Division, and if it fully an­ 
swers the purpose for which it was built, of 
which there is scarcely c doubt, others will be 
built after the same pattern.—Fishkill Stan­

Mr. Howland of Slone llidgc then demon­ 
strated his system of teaching the process of 
common division. 
His method has the merit 
of being very practical aud easv. 
Mr. Wilson then pursued his regular lessons 
in civil government, to the great instruction 
of the Institute. 
Dr. Wilson interested the Institute in a de­ 
scription of (tie various duties of supervisors 
of towns. 
Geography in the usual order of lessous was 
the next exercise, conducted by Prof. More­ 
house. 
It proved, as the preceding lessons 
have done, of much practical benefit to tho 
teachers. 
Members were requested to draw 
an outline map of North America, when a 
discussion ensued concerning the meaning of 
latitude aud longitude and the different dis­ 
tances between negrees of longitude. 
The 
lesson to-morrow is the towu3 in the county. 
A short exercise in the use of capitals was 
then given, and the critic’s report by I. I. Mil­ 
ligan and Louise Sands. 
Adjourned until 2 P. M. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Prof. Morehouse gave a most interesting 
lecture on reading, dwelling at some length 
on the elementary sounds of the vowels. 
Prof. Wilson then made some remarks ou 
grammar, and was followed by an address o:t 
composition by Prof. More.touse. 
At 4.15 there was a short lecture on theory 
and practice. The remarks were very interes­ 
ting onjiractical teaching, the Professor claim­ 
ing the most successful teachers were those 
that laid down rules and stood by them. They 
should also understand human nature. 
Miss 
Winslow then read an original 
poem and 
made some appropriate remarks on composi­ 
tion. 
Miss Winslow’s poem was well rendered aud 
she received justly the applause of tho audi­ 
ence 
A vote of thanks was given her by the In­ 
stitute. 
Adjourned until evening. 


EVENING SESSION. 
The evening session was held in the Court 
House. 
The first question, that came up was wheth­ 
er the bible should be road in a mixed school. 
Mr. Scbcpmoes, speaking on the subject, said 
he had taught some twenty-eight years, and 
his school had generally contained Catholic 
children; he had read the bible every day he 
taught, and had never known an objection to 
be made by Catholic parents. 
The great 
trouble was, said the speaker, we are too apt 
to obtrude our opinions upon that class of 
people; that's where the trouble comes from, 
lie further said he thought the bible should 
be read —that is, under the instructions of the 
Superintendent. 
Mr. Morehouse said he had 
taught forty years, and no objection had ever 
been made; thought the bible should be road 
carefully and without comment. 
The next question was, what effect does the 
length of a person’s nose have on bis longevity. 
Mr.VauSanlvoord was called upon and respon­ 
ded by saying he wasn’t very well acquainted 
with the subject, but if the remarks of Prof. 
Lambert were correct, then he could safely 
congratulate all long-nosed people.

L ister C ounty Court aiu l Court of Sc*- 
«ions. 
Thursday morning at the opening of court 
the jury in the case of Pitts vs. Crosby ren­ 
dered a verdict of fifty dollars for plaintiff. 
Eleven of the jurymen were in favor ot giving 
two hundred dollars to plaintiff, bat one man 
was determined to beat down a peg or two. 
so they decided to give fifty dollars. 
Iu .the 
case of The People vs. Sarah E. Peters, the 
prisoner’s counsel moved to quash the indict­ 
ment on the ground no intent was alleged. 
Decision was reserved and No. 62, Sarah A. 
Newkirk vs. James A . Martin, was then 
called. 
Mr. Fiero, defendant’s attorney, was 
not present, but the Court being wearied by 
so much delay ordered the case to go on. 
Mr. Sparling, plaintiffs attorney, then com­ 
menced to make b¡3 opening address, 
lie 
had stated that plaiulifi was indebted for the 
value of seventeen coffins that bad been sent 
to West Hurley, when Fiero, probably being 
afraid there might be a funeral and the hopes 
as well ri3 defense of his client forever buried, 
came into court and asked that the case be 
put over until the afternoon. 
Sparling agreed 
to wait until the afternoon, so No. 71, John 
W hitaker vs. rBenj. W. Whitaker, was tried. 
The attorneys aro D. W. Sparling for plaintiff 
and M. Schoonmakcr for defendant; Howard 
Cbipp, Jr., of counsel for defendant. 
The 
facts of the case are a3 follows: 
The parties 
are brothers and were residents of Flutbush. 
At tho death of the father a small property 
was inherited by them. 
The mother, an old 
woman about ninety years of age, had to be 
takeu care of, so John Jeedod his share of the 
property to Benjamin, with the 
condition 
stated therein that Benjamin should take care 
of her aud furnish her with clothing, Ac. The 
women, however, went to John’s and stayed 
with him from August 14, 1872, to April 26, 
1873, for which John claims some two hun­ 
dred dollars. 
An action was brought in Jus­ 
tice’s Court before Chipp of this city, who ren­ 
dered a judgment against the defendant for 
some one hundred aud fifty dollars. 
After the plaintiff had finished his case Mr. 
Chipp made a motion to nonsuit plaintiff on 
the ground there was no evidence defendant 
had refused to support the old lady. 
Also 
that the agreement itself was not valid. 
The 
Court finally decided to let the case go lo 
the jury. 
The next case taken up was the crimiual 
case of The People vs. Lean Purdy, Sarah E. 
Peters and Marcus L. Mackey, in which the 
District Attorney made up his tniud to try all 
the prisoners in the court on the indictment 
for being receivers of stolen goods. 
These 
goods were stolen from the store of Alfred 
Lane, at Centerville, in the town of Lloyd, on 
the 15th of December last. 
There was taken 
four pieces of calico, shoes, etc.; the cabco 
was all worth a shilling a yard. 
Some five or 
six dollars’ worth ol calico was taken and sev­ 
eral dollars’ worth of shoes. 
Mr. Lane, on tbc 
witness stand, said he didn't know what he 
had in the store and couldn’t tell positively 
what was taken; afterwards he changed the 
evidence and said be was sure the property 
had been stolen. 
His wife wa3 a little more 
clear in her testimony. 
The constable went 
up to Pang Yang to the house of Abbe Rogers 
and there found part of the goods. 
One of the 
prisoners, Sarah E. Purdy, had a dress on 
made of the same calico, which she had re­ 
ceived from Dean Purdy. 
Counsel for prisoners here raised the point 
that the act of receiving the goods must be 
proved to be a joint act of the three; that if 
that cannot be proved the indictment fails. 
There must be no receiving of the goods sep­ 
arately at different times; they should be re­ 
ceived at the sania time and all the parties 
*hu3 be jointly concerned. 
If there was a con­ 
federation of the parlies, however, before the 
goods were stolen for the purpose of commit­ 
ting the crime, then counsel admitted all the 
evidence concerning the same could be given 
and it would be a question of fact for the jury. 
In the case of Whitaker vs. Whitaker the 
jnry rendered a verdict for plaintiff of $90. 
It was further proved iu the case of Purdy 
and others that several pieces of calico were 
found in the house. 
Some of the- goods were 
found in the garret of the bouse of Samuel 
Robinson at Whiteport. 
Part of one of the 
pieces was iu a dress on another woman who 
pulled the dres3 oil and said she wouldn’t 
have any stolen goods on her. 
Sarah Peters 
, was there and the constable took her and the 
calico back to tho justice.

W hite m ountains. 
*4 Mr. Editor*. In tho communication I sent 
you from Mount Washington, after placing my 
initials, J. H. S., us a signature to tbe part I 
wished to have published I added a postscript 
with my name, us a pledge against any preju­ 
dice you might entertain against the accept­ 
ance of anonymous communications. 
I have 
not the vanity to wish to make a public show 
of my name; neither did jny ambition for no­ 
toriety tempt me to fancy your readers would 
care to know that I was a cement agent or 
that I was to return on September 4th. 
With 
this reference to your wrong interpretation of 
my wishes, allow me to give your readers 
one more chapter relating to the White Moun­ 
tains of New Hampshire. 
According to antiquarian research, the abo­ 
riginal r.ame of these mountains was Agio- 
cliook, signifying in Indian nomenclature, 
“ Home of the Great Spirit.” 
Another writer 
calls them Waurabekel Metbra, “ Mountains 
of the Snowy Forehead,” a very appropriate 
name,as for nearly nine months of the year the 
tops are covered with snow. 
(Even now snow 
lies deep in a wild gorge not an hour's walk 
from Tip Top.) Such was the Indian venera­ 
tion for all of this mountain region that 
when the first white man came in 1631 
to go up those perilous heights, au old Indian 
shook h¡3 head and said, “ You ucver will come 
back.” Regardless of the warning, Walter 
Neal did go up and In the account of his ad 
ventures he says, “ I passed through thick 
clouds divers times for a good space; then 
from a bald rock looked down upon ragged 
mountains and deep gulfs, and all was terri­ 
ble.” From the day of that first ascent, al. 
most numberless events of interest, connected 
with exploring and visiting, have been added 
to many wonderful traditions and old legends. 
A man by the name of Abel Crawford was 
the first guide. 
He was the father of Ethan 
Allen Crawford, who in after years became 
famous as “the great White Mountain Giant,” 
or “Ethan of the White Hills.” 
This man 
was very remarkable for his great strength 
and size, being nearly seven feet tall 
The in­ 
teresting stories tohl of him as a successful 
hunter and daring mountain guide are nu­ 
merous. 
In the record of many events of his 
life appears the fact that in 1819, as there were 
twelve visitors to the mountains the year be­ 
fore, lie cut aud cleared a footpath up as high 
as vegetation extends. 
Tlifts was the first 
path made there. 
Siuce then live other bri­ 
dle paths have been made up the different 
sides, all meeting on Tip Top. 
Besides these 
a carriage road has been built up the easterly 
side of Mount Washington at a cost of $140,- 
000. 
This is a most perfect work of its kind, 
but to outdo the expectation of almost every 
person the wonderful elevated railroad is fin­ 
ished up the westerly side at a cost of over 
$200,000. 'Pliis locality is now world renowned. 
Remarkable mountain scenery, 
almost un­ 
bounded panoramic views, 
sunrise, sunset, 
shadows and storm scenes, with the splendid 
drives to interesting localities, as well as the 
health-giving influence of pure mountain air 
and water, all combine to make this one of 
the most favorite resorts in New England, 
and I bad almost said in the world. 
Nearly one hundred thousand strangers 
coam here yearly, and every cottage and all 
ot the farm-houses—miles around in all direc­ 
tions—have become fashionable boarding 
places. 
Cottages for rent an 1 extensive 
boarding bouses have been built iu all favorite 
locations, and fifteen villages have grown to 
be of city-like importance by the wonderful 
increase of mountain travel, so called. 
The 
indications arc now that as accommodations 
increase in the form of more suitable houses of 
eutcrtqinnieot this business will continue to 
increase. 
In 1803 the first hotel in this vicinity was 
opened near wiiere the new Fobgan House 
now stands. 
The first lady who ever visited 
tho top of Mount Washington wa> a Miss 
Ausliu from Portsmouth, N. II. 
She went up 
with “ Ethan” as her guide in 1821, and lie 
was then seventy-five years old. 
The first 
shelter erected on Mount Washington was a 
rude stone cabin built by Ethan A. Crawford 
in 1820. 
This cabin was furnished with a 
small stove, some blankets and a roll of sheet 
lead on which visitors recorded their names. 
The first men who ever passed a night on 
Mount Washington were a party from Lan­ 
caster, N. II. 
They went up in 1820 to give 
names to the different mountain peaks—names 
by which they are now known. 
Mounts Wash­ 
ington, Adams, Madison,Monroe,Web3ter,Clay 
and Franklin are among the most important. 
In 1853 the Summer House was erected near 
the very summit rock of Mount Washington. 
The following year the Tip Top House was 
built. 
These two so-called houses were very 
rude structures, firmly bolted and chained to 
the mountain. 
Their sides were rough stone 
walls, and the lumber used in their construc­ 
tion was brought up by way of a rough, steep, 
bridlepath on horseback from eight miles be­ 
low. 
In the same way the furniture and pro­ 
visions were brought up. As uncouth as these 
buildings are they have been welcomed as 
very comfortable shelter by many thousands 
of strangers, and yet 3land as lasting monu­ 
ments to A ankee enterprise. 
This summer a 
fine, two story house has been finished and 
opened near the two old stone houses. 
This 
house is called the summit House and is well 
planned te accommodate two hundred and fifty 
guests. 
It is under the skillful management 
of Captain J. W. Dodge of Elevated Railway 
fame, is thoroughly finished and amply fur­ 
nished with every accommodation necessary lo 
make it a first-class as well as a Tip Top 
house.
